What will become of the 10,000,000 


or more bushels of barley that Wis- 
consin farmers sell annually to the 
maltsters, now that Dec. 1 has ush- 
ered in the new era when beer can- 
not be brewed in this country? Will 
these millions! of bushels of barley 
be an economic and financial loss to 
Wisconsin farmers? 
"No," says Prof. R. A. Moore, head 


of the work of agronomy at the 
University of Wisconsin. 
"There 


will be no Joss to the farmers, bat 
rather a big gain. They can con- 
vert their barley into milk, crearn, 
cheese, beef and pork instead of mak- 
ing it into beer.

In the western states the value of

Very 
little of the annual output goes to 
the maltster. . The barley in those 
states is grown as has hay and feed 
for horses. It is cut to the milk 
stage shortly after Tieadine, when it 
is used as hay and it is cured like 
timothy or blue grass. When it is 
fed to-the horses it is either led 
whole or crushed by rolling. For 
hogs, the grain is soaked or ground,

commission in its final tabulation 
tables today.

The total of individual and cor- 


poration taxes 
is 
$11,830,142.36. 


This is over ?2,000,000 greater tnan 
the total income tax assessed last 
ysiir, which was ?9,482,595.56. 


Approximately 40 percent of the 


income tax will be c'olected in Mil- 
waukee. The total income tax as- 
sessments there is $4,949,162.40. The 
smallest income tax is assessed m 
Adams county, where the, total is 
only $911.68. The total tax collect- 
ed in Milwaukee county is larger 
than the entire income tax for any 
one year of the first four years that 
the law was in operation. The in- 
come tax is collected in January.. 


Under the terms of the law, 10 per 


cent is retained by the state, which 
pays the entire cost of the assess- 
ment; 20 percent goes to the coun- 
ty and 70 percent goes to the local- 
ity in which the property or individ- 
ual assessed is located.

LABOR READJUSTMENT 


r% UT few of our soldiers have been discharged. Fewer yet 
15 have taken their place in industry. But there is a decided 
change already noticeable in the labor markets. The readjust- 
ment has commenced and we hesitate to predict what the final 
outcome is going to be. There has been no lowering of wages 
and we don't aee how there can be a lowering of wages as long 
as the present high cost of living keeps up. But while there 
has been no reduction of the wage base there has been reduction 
of hours and overtime which in some industries has materially 
reduced the pay check. In some industries there has been a 
substantial decrease in the number of men employed. We o.uote 
from the financial column of a metropolitan paper: 


In every trade discussion concerning the business 


outlook the factor or wages at once arises. One of the 
' " ways in which labor costs are being reduced is through 


the abandonment of overtime. One concern which em- 
ployed 15,000 men has had its orders decreased to a 
point where overtime is not required, and its abolition 


• led to such dissatisfaction among the workers that they 
gradually quit the firm, until now its pay roll embraces 
no more than 5,000 men. The change came about nat- 
urally and without any conflict. 


' An attractive feature of war work has been the 


time and a half paid for extra hours. 
Since extra 


work is no longer required, the workers, having accus- 
tomed themselves to the high returns for a long day s 
work, are seeking new positions in the hope of meeting 
the old returns. 


But the experience of munitions factories is that 


fewer workers" are being almost daily required and the 
adjustment has already begun.

HAT there will never be a re- 
vival of Mississippi river trans- 
portation similar to that which

fore the advent of the 
railroads. 


Captain Hanks, now 91 years, was 


The "Burlington," the smallest side-1 
wheeler of the Northern Line Packet 
company, represented an investment 
of $30,000 and in-the year 1866 had 
a net income of $70,000. 


During the Civil TVar days, the 


idea of having packets haul barges 
of grain and other commodities to 
market -was conceived. It was one of 
the most important and economical 
uses to which steam boat transport- 
ation was placed.
